Tomorrow is election day: Voters 


are expected to cast their ballot based 
upon their individual decisions as to 
the merits of the candidates or the 
Issues at stake. Paramount" in Janes- 
ville is the issue of license or no li- 
cense. Skillful arguments have been 
introduced on both sides to show the 
great benefit to Janesville as a city, 
to mankind in general, by the abolisii- 


of the saloon, and by the opposi- 


tion to'show that such a step would 
be detrimental to the business inter- 
ests of the city. It is a question of 
principle versus dollars and 
cents. 


Prohibition never absolutely prohibits, 
but is a fair step toward that end.

lad. city., affairs:-.the other seeks his 
followers where he may, among the 
young men. the men he can convince 
by his open argument. 'It promises 
to develop into an interesting situa- 
tion before the polls close tomorrow 
night and the moral effect upon the 
city can not be overlooked by a vic- 
tory for one or the other. The man 
to.be elected is the one who will seek 
the enforcement of the law. 


Throughout the county the miestion 
of selection of a Judge to fill the office 
made vacant by the retirement ot 
Judge Fifield, who was appointed pro- 
bate judge,.an office to which he was 
fleeted a year ago, at the death of the 
late Judge ;Sale.

All drunks and vagrants that are brought before the 


Municipal Court, since 1881 could have have been sentenced 
ynder Sections 1561 and 4738, Under which the punishment 
for those offenses are from a day to one year in the County 
Jail, or not more than three years in the Penitentiary. 


This law has not been changed in any way by the law 


that is known as the "Commitment Law," which went into 
effect on the 10th day of July, 1913. The records will show 
that I have enforced this law to the benefit of the drunks 
arid vagrants as well as the public at large.

selected two little sisters exactly alike 
in Infancy, and brought them up, one 
as an alcoholic and the other as a to- 
.tal abstainer. 
When the four dogs 


•were grown they were mated, the two 
alcoholics together, and the two total 
abstainers together, and the process 
was repeated. 


The two mothers and the offspring 


•were placed under close scientific ob- 
servation. Extraordinary phenomena 
set in with the alcoholic mother. 


She experienced difficulties and ac- 
cidents, suffered great travail in birth, 
and finally died in pup-birth with the 
fifth litter, a phenomenon unknown 
before. Slany of her offspring were 
born dead. Many of them died in in- 
fancy, and of those that survived only 
17.3 per cent were normal. 


The little abstaining mother had no 


such experience; she-bore large lit- 
ters of healthy/strong pups, of which

Sev- 
enteen per cent were normal in the 
one case and S9.5 per cent in the oth- 
er case, a difference of 72.5 per cent.

REVENUE IS SLIGHT 


FROM SUGAR TARIFF 


American Economi«t Describes Evils 


That Have Followed the Enact- 


ment of New Law. 
(By Winfleld Jones.) 


Wasliintgon, D. C., April 5.—Sugar, 
which heretofore has 
produced ap- 
proximately ?aO,000,000 
annual cua 
toms revenue for the .government, :s 
now, under the Underwood-Simmons 
tariff law, producing absolutely noth- 
ins in revenue. Far worse than that, 
ho'wever, is the practical ruin of the 
American sugar industry under tire 
democratic tariff.. 
The American Economist -well de- 
scribes evils that have followed the 
American sugar industry with enact- 
ment of the democratic tariff law. 
At the reeent annual meeting of the 
Louisiana Sugar 
Planters' 
Associa- 
tion, held in New Orleans, the presi- 
dent, Hon. Edward 
J. Gay of Iber- 
ville Parish; says the Economist, pre- 
sented his annual'report, in which he 
said; 
' 
. 
' 
"It is now my duty to record brief- 
ly the most historical event of the 
year, and one which, marks a new era, 
if not the death knell of sugar pro- 
duction 
in Louisiana. Never since 
sugar was first produced,' in 1796, has 
such a severe blow been dealt to the 
industry as the passage of the Undsr- 
wood tariff bill. It is not; necessary, 
finite unnecessary, -for .us to go into 
the merits at the sugar tariff question 
at this time. It; is",. however, my be- 
lief, that everything that could legit- 
imately be clone to prevent the pas- 
sage of the sugar 
schedule•• of the 


tariff bill,- was done; that every facl 
and argument that could be nroughl 
to tlie attention of the powers that 
be, in Washington, was presented to 
them, but to no avail. 
"We, as members of this associa 
tion, and as' individual planters, are 
grateful to our two United States sen 
ators, Senators Thornton and Rans 
dell, and to those 
of our 
congress 
men, representatives Brnussard, Du 
pre, Morgan, and Lazaro, for 
the 
manly way in which they fought for 
and defended the most important in- 
dustry of their, state; 
likewise, to 
those citizens of both 
New Orleans 
and the sugar parishes, who devotee 
their time and energy, in the effort 
to warO off or postpone the. blow, 'we 
are deeply grateful. 
"The future is not «asy to predict 
at this time. 
The planters of Lou 
isiana are made up of a class which 
has been the backbone of the state 
and are a sturdy lot, not easily dis 
couraged. Where circumstances have 
permitted, large 
plantings of cane 
have been made for this season, and 
new economies, with diversification 
are being practiced generally. Ever> 
effort is being made to produce a bet 
ter grade of sugar and molasses, a 
E> reduced cost,- and how 
successfu 
these efforts will be, it remains fo 
the future to tell us." 
The death blow was dealt and the 
death knell has sounded by the polit 
leal party with which Louisiana ha 
always voted. No other 
country 01 
earth so mistreats its sugar grdwm- 
interests. 
It remained for the free 
trade government, -elected 
in 1912 
to assassinate the American sugar in 
dustry. Perhaps Louisiana will some 
day get tired -of that kind of govern 
ment and 
become 
a 
protectionis 
state.' It is about time she learned 
to'adjust her politics to her interests 
• ' \. recent press dispatch from Honp 
lulu, under date of March 16th said: 
• '-Justice Arthur A.. Wilder,. p£ th 
Hawaiian supreme 
court,' who'ha 
just 
returned 
from 
Washington 
where he conferred 
with Presiden 
Wilson regarding the islands' suga

So it is that, the -evil.of free trad 
brings other evils in its train. T 
enable Hawaiian sugar 
planters 
r.' 
keep alive they are to be permittee 
to bring in Chinese coolie labor, ant 
also to employ foreign vessels in the 
transportation of their sugar produc 
to the American market. It is a dread 
fully un-American solution of a diffi 
r-ulty brought about by un-American 
free trade. But the beet sugar grow 
ers ot California, 
Colorado and the 
Mississippi valley states 
cannot am 
nloy Chinese 
cheap 
labor nor use 
foreign ships to carry their prodnc 
lo market. They must employ Arner 
lean labor and 
patronize America! 
railroads at several times the cost o 
the Hawaiian planters. 
No one can 
blame the Hawaiians for doing the 
best they can to save themselves fron 
free trade ruin, but it is tough on the 
American farmers.

r.y the expenditure of comparative- 


ly "'tic time and money farmers may 
u-<-<-(l their tobacco plant beds, freo 
them of bed rot and root disease, and 
wonderfully improve their chances oC 
prodr ';::- a uniform and early crop 
of ,st ..-a,,, healthy tobacco plants. All 
thf.mr tilings can be done at a cost of 
not to exceed 
$1.00. 
for each 100 
sniiare feet, of lied, according 
James 
Johnson of the College of Agriculture 
of :he University of Wisconsin. 
To improve prospects for a large 
yi"ld. increase the promise of profit 
and save themselves no end of \vorry- 
iug, they have but to resort to the 


steaming of their plant beds, which 
process, Mr. Johnson, and his associ- 
ates have found, 'is practicable "and 
economical for Wisconsin conditions. 
To steam the soil only.a boiler, pan, 


and connecting steam 
hose' or gas 
pipe is required. 
Mr. Johnson. re: 
commends the use of that and an or- 
dinary traction engine to furnish the 
steam. By removing the wMstle and 
attaching a three-fourths .inch pipe 
with a steam valve for a.shutoff, the 
steam may be f:ken out of the steam 
dome and conducted through a 4-ply 
steam hose to the pan. A" piece of 
gas 'pipe may be substituted for part 
of the hose to lessen the. cost. 
"The" pan found host suited for to- 
bacco bed steaming," Mr. Johnson de: 
dares,, "is made of number 16 al- 
vantzed iron and is six feet wide, 
twelve feet long, 
and 
eight Inches 
deep. 
Handles of one-inch gas pipe 
are attached to the sides. The iron 
must be riveted and soldered togeth- 
er so as to be air tight. The lower

of perforated 
pipe. This serves as a distributor" 
The soil should ve made ready for 
the seeding before the steam pan is 
set upon the bed. The edges of the 
pan are pressed down an inch or two 
into the soil 1n order to - prevent.the 
steapi I'rom encaping 
The steam should be turned into the 
pan from the boiler at a pressure of 
100 to 150 pounds :for thirty iininutes. 
The pressure is regulated by means 
of the valve on the dome. 
If the 
stenm is run in too fast, the -pan may 
be raised and steam' allow.ed to es- 
cape. After thirty, minutes' steaming 
the steam may be shut off and.the 
pan moved to the next Section, where 
the operation is repeated 
The .•: length of time for steaming 
varies somewhat with, the character 
of rtKe ,soll and the pressure of steam 
used. In general the "heavier ttie soil, 
or the lower the ."pressure, the longer 
the steaming must be .done. To ob- 
tain the best resuljs"the soil should 
be in a moist b.ut'not wet condition.
